found iu Alexandria beer.

Tho TWO o£ 
glucoso and sugar in mult adulterations Is 
condemned a& Injurious to health. 
The 


preserving agents used by brewers are still 
more severely condemned as means of put- 
ting bad beer on tho market. Wines and 
elder aro also reported to be extensively 
adulterated.

Tho merchant came out 


and, having opened one of thorn, fount 
a slight discoloration in tho contents 
perfectly natural, ns ho well know, and 
in no sense injurious; but ho imme- 
diately claimed, in protended indignation, 
that the goods wore molded and unmar 
kotable—that ho could not think of re 
ceiving them, arid wound up by advisln] 
tho farmer to go around and try to BO! 
them to somo other houso. Tho farrao 
was not up to shrewd dodgos, nnd, not 
withstanding his written contract, 
ho 


actually tn'od to sell, as tbn merchant ad 
vised, but ho was ofl'ured only flvo cents i 
pound. Of course, ho declined, and the 
merchant then proposed that bo shoult 
store tho goods nt tho farmer's risk and 
oxpenso, agrooiuR tlmt if, after a prope 
handling, thoy regained their vitality— 
which, by tbe way, thoy hud never lost— 
he would tako tbnm at the price just of- 
fered hiai, five couts a pound.
